American Jawa unveiled a new CZ 250 
Enduro at the Mint. Nothing spectacular 
about it — it appeared to be a 
motocrosser with decent running lights 
— but it nearly made quite a splash on 
its maiden voyage. Preston Petty was to 
team with Gene Cannady but Petty 
broke his shoulder a week before the 
event. Late Saturday before the race a 
couple of ‘shoes wandered into the CZ 
camp hoping to take his place and a bit 
of the good money that could be won. 
Ted Moore and Stan Cerny put their 
heads together and decided to ask Jack 
McClurg to fill in, who at that moment 
was home in Ontario, Calif., preparing 
for a pleasant weekend with his friends. 
A quick phone call and 12 hours later 
McClurg was riding the Mint 400. As for 
the bike, it performed well and ran a 
strong second when the brakes let go on 
the fifth lap. The bike will be for sale 
here come September. 
* * * 

Kawasaki sprung another one at the 
Mint; a 250 piston-port Enduro with 
perhaps the most advanced production 
frame yet to come out of Japan. Ron 
Bishop and George Walker rode one and 
despite the usual rear flat tires the bike 
performed well for their grueling 
8%-hour ride for a 16th overall. Howard 
Utsey and Steve Kirk were entered on 
another one and also finished. Kawasaki 
R&D dude Bryon Farnsworth didn’t 
have much to say about the bike 
because he didn’t know too much about 
it himself. The bike weighs less than an 
Ossa Pioneer or Yamaha Enduro and has. 


super handles thanks to the 
Ossa-Bultaco copycat frame. In an 
exclusive Cycle News Test sit, we 


found the bike to have a low center of 
gravity, well-positioned everything, and 
shrouded hand controls a-la Magura, 
similar to the Honda 250 set-up.

California Assemblyman Jack R. Fenton 
says that motorcycles are not included 
in his no-fault insurance bill, AB 125. 
Fenton, the assembly majority leader

Council, “I believe that no-fault 
coverage for motorcyclists would 
probably result in an increase in 


insurance rates for these individuals, and 
it would therefore be a disservice to 
include them under such a plan. 
Consequently, | will continue to oppose 
any move to include motorcycles under 
a no-fault plan until someone can show 
me figures that prove that | am wrong 
and that no fault can in fact be offered 
to motorcyclists without an increase in 
premiums."

My wife and I recently completed a 
motorcycle safety class co-sponsored by 
the Santa Clarita Valley Traffic Survival 
School and the local Kiwanis Clubs. The 
three instructors; Tom Swayner, Harold 
Alexander and Jack Conway are each 


law enforcement motorcycle officers. 
They offer a cool class in basic 
techniques of motorcycle operation, 
including maintenance and motor 
vehicle laws. 

In our class were men, women and 
children. We were separated into three 
groups depending upon the amount of 
riding experience which ranged from 
none on up to two years. By the end of 
the fourth week even the rank beginners 
were riding with confidence and the

I understand that instead of having 
the motorcycle manufacturers and 
accessory people come down to the 92 
dbA level, the AMA has upped the level 
to 96 dbA. Does this mean that if the 
manufacturers don’t meet the 96 dbA 
level, the AMA will up the level to 
maybe 100 dbA? 

I thought that the whole idea was for 
“less sound, more ground". 

The 92 dbA level is not unrealistic, 
because we at Burak Bye Products have 
z silencer that meets the 92 dbA level. 
WE are running them on J.N. Roberts 
400 and 450 Huskies. Also, we have one 
on John Hateley's 250 CZ short track 
machine. We make them for any 
machine. 

Performance on all three bikes has 
been increased not only at the bottom, 
but all through the power range. Don't 
take our word for it. Have your 
reporters question these riders in the 
field and let them listen for themselves. 

Our sound level readings were made 
to conform with the specific Sections 


23130 and 27160 of the California 
Vehicle Code obtained from the 
California Highway Patrol. The sound 
meter used was the $365.00 General 
Radio 1565-B. It meets ANSI S1 
4-1971, Type 2. A.400 Husky reads 90 
dbA flat out in second gear at fifty feet. 

The point I'm trying to make is this: 
Let's not set rules and then dilute them. 
Set realistic standards and enforce them. 
By this, I mean not just walking down 
the line at a desert run and visually 
checking to see if somebody has an 
empty beer can stuffed over a stinger 
an . painted flat black. 

I understand that the ski boat people 
re up against the noise problem also. 
They have to have their big engines 
silenced by July 1, 1972. The 


Department of Fish & Game, along with 
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the Coast Guard, will do their enforcing. 
You know what that means. They don’t 
have any vested interests in the boats, so 
they can be as tough as they want. 

Is that what we are going to let 
happen to the motorcycle world, or can 
we police ourselves? 

I know that I don’t need a bureaucrat 
on the desert trails writing noise 
citations. It could happen, you know.

The author replies: “If you reside in District 
37 (which | assume you do, because you're 
riding the Jackass and Last Chance Enduros) 
you will be required to obtain an enduro card 
from District 37. It will cost you $1. This 
enduro card will have your classification on it. 
The distinction between A and B riders is 
quite simple. Any rider who finishes three 
AMA enduros and scores in the top 10 
percent overall in any period of time is 
classified as a Class A rider. Otherwise, he is a 
Class B rider. This is spelled out quite clearly 
in the District 37 rulebook, which you will 
receive when you apply for your enduro 
card." — Ron Schneiders.

HELMET LAW: Here we go again. 


By Russ Sanford 


There has never been an issue which arouses and 
unites the motorcyclists so much as a law requiring: 


In a year which has already seen motorcyclists faced 
with mandatory insurance, mandatory headlights in 
the daytime, Presidential Proclamations on use of 
public lands, and a host of other discriminatory 
legislative proposals, now we are faced with 
mandatory helmet laws. 


And before you start jumping down my throat, let 
me state that I wouldn’t ride down my driveway 
without a helmet. And the same goes for my wife and 
all of the kids. Likewise, none of us would ride in the 
car without fastening our seat-belts. But, I don’t want 
anyone telling me that I must! 


On March 7th, Assemblyman W. Craig Biddle 
introduced the following bill before the California 
Legislature: 

AB 744 


The people of the State of California do enact as follows: 


1 SECTION 1. Section 537 is added to the Vehicle Code, 
2 to read: 

3 5937. A "safety helmet" is a helmet designed for the 
4 specific purpose of being worn by motorcycle operators 
5 and passengers to minimize injuries to the head of the 
6 wearer. 

7  SEC.2. Section 27803 is added to the Vehicle Code, to 
8 read: 

9 27803. (a) No person shall drive or be a passenger on 


10 a two-wheel motorcycle without wearing upon his head 
ll a securely fastened safety helmet at all times the 
12 motorcycle is being driven. - 

13 (b) On and after July 1, 1978, no person shall drive or 
14 be a passenger on a two-wheel motorcycle without 
15 wearing upon his head a securely fastened safety helmet 
16 of a type approved under Section 27802 at all times the 
17 motorcycle is being driven. 

18 This section shall become operative July 1, 1973. 

19 SEC. 3. Section 27804 is added to the Vehicle Code, to 
20 read: 

21 27804. No person engaged in the rental of 
motorcycles for periods of 30 days or less, shall rent, lease 
or otherwise allow the operation of any motorcycle under 
his control unless a safety helmet of a type approved 
under Section 27802 has been provided or offered to the 
operator of the motorcycle for his use. An agreement 
shall be signed by the operator of the motorcycle which 
shall include the name of the person to whom the 
motorcycle is rented, leased or delivered, the address of 
the place of business in this state where it is rented, 
leased, or delivered, and a statement of the operator's 
refusal to accept a safety helmet if this be the case. 


SESBSNSRREB 


In explanation, Section 27802 of the Vehicle Code 
became effective on November 23, 1970, and reads as 
follows: 


“27802. (a) The department shall adopt 
reasonable regulations establishing 
specifications and standards for safety 
helmets offered for sale, or sold, for use by 
motorcycle drivers and passengers as it 
determines are necessary for the safety of 
such drivers and passengers. In developing 
the regulations, the department shall 
consider all standards which have been 
developed and adopted as a requirement by 
other states. 


(b) No person shall sell, or offer for sale, for 
use by a motorcycle driver or passenger any 
safety helmet which is not of a type 
approved by the department. This 
subdivision shall become operative six 
months after the date upon which the 
regulations become effective.” 


In a poll conducted just last month, California’s 
organized motorcycle dealers, the C.M.I.C., voted as 
follows on the manadatory helmet question: 

FOR AGAINST 
17% 83% 


Assemblyman Biddle has heard all of the past 
arguments on mandatory helmets, both pro and con. 
I was surprised to learn that he had introduced such a 
bill, and visited with him on March 14th to determine 
why. Mr. Biddle occasionally rides a small Honda and 
his children have a mini-bike. Like myself, he and his 
children recognize the inherent safety factory when 
wearing a helmet, but he feels that if others do not 
share this recognition, mandatory helmets must be 
enforced. In further checking, I found that the 
California Highway Patrol is strongly supporting the 
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mandatory helmet legislation. 


As of this writing, 45 of the 50 states have enacted 
mandatory helmet laws. Many states are trying to 
repeal such laws but this, is almost impossible to do 
once a law is enacted. California is the last major 
holdout. If we can defeat AB 744 here in California, 
then other states can hold us up as an example. If we 
lose this issue in California, then the federal, state, 
and county governments will know that they can do 
anything they want with the motorcyclists. 


We can beat the mandatory helmet law...and here is 
how we must do it: 


——Assemblyman W. Craig Biddle represents District 
74 which is the most heavily-populated portion of 
Riverside County. Our figures show that there are 
46,647 motorcyclists in Riverside County, the 
majority of whom are registered voters. Mr. Biddle 
won his last election by 24,058 votes. He must be 
made aware that his motorcycling constituents, all 
46,647 of them, are in opposition to his mandatory 
helmet bill. 


——We are making a special mailing to every member 
of M.O.R.E., to every dealer, and to every organized 
club in Riverside County, asking them to bring this 
matter to the immediate attention of every 
motorcyclist in Assemblyman Biddle’s 74th District. 
——Every motorcyclist in that District must register 
his opposition by letter, tlegram, or telephone call. 
Address your messages to: Assemblyman W. Craig 
Biddle, Room 2176, State Capitol Building, 
Sacramento, CA 95814, or by calling him at (916) 
445-2390, person-to-person. You can also register 
your opposition by contacting his District Office at 
6370 Magnolia Avenue, Suite 211, Riverside, 
California 92506. 


——Every other motorcyclist in this state, should 
immediately write and register their opposition to 
mandatory helmets with the members of the 
Assembly Transportation Committee. This will be the 
first committee to conduct hearings on AB 744 and if 
we all pitch in now, it is highly possible that the bill 


will ‘die’ in that committee. The members are:

If you will re-read Assembly Bill 744 above, 
you will see that it makes no distinction between 
road-bikes, dirt-bikes, mini-bikes, etc. It applies to 
every motor vehicle having two wheels. 


There are many arguments upon which you can base 
your oppostion, such as: 


1. Discrimination — occupants of enclosed vehicles 
do not have to fasten their seat belts, although it has 
been proven many times that it is far safer to do so. 


2. Discrimination — if helmets are that much safer, 
then occupants of enclosed vehicles should also wear 
them, mandatorily. 


3. Jeopardy — in a whip-lash situation, the base of 
the helmet at the rear often breaks the wearer’s neck. 


4. Jeopardy — emergency medical staffs claim that it 
is impossible to determine if a person wearing a 
helmet has head injuries without removing the 
helmet. Removal of the helmet often causes greater, 
more serious damage. 


5. Inhumanity — It may sound cruel and heartless to 
say this, but many accident victims barely survive the 
results of head injuries and never regain their 
faculties, often ending up as permanent ‘vegetables’ in 
institutions. Many person have expressed the opinion 
that perhaps these people would have been-better off 
not to have survived. 


You may wonder why, after knowing of the above 
arguments, that I personally prefer to wear a helmet. 
It is because I feel that my chances are better with, 
than without. But, that’s my choice and I should be 
allowed to make it! Let's stand. up for our rights. 
Let's make a ‘show of strength’. Let’s show our 
legislature that we’re not going to lie down and let 
them bury us with bad laws! ESPECIALLY, THIS 
BAD LAW! Write your letters today! Right now! And 
when you finish your letters, pass this to your 
buddies and make absolutely certain that they write, 
also. 


We are going all out on this issue. The expense will be 
tremendous, but is absolutely essential. If you haven’t 
yet joined M.O.R.E., now is the time to help ‘the 
cause’, if there ever was one, Contact M.O.R.E., P.O.

FREMONT, CAL., March 18, 1972 — 
Once again the mighty members of the 
Fremont Marathon mob converged to 
demonstrate that cow trailing for 
trophies can be fun, although at least 
one parent went home unhappy. The 
likes of a sporting event such as a 
Marathon on Saturday was designed to 
give non-racing motorcycle riders, as 
well as regular racers, a chance to do 
their thing on a simulated rough track 
and have fun while doing it. The 
problem arising from such activities are 
small and seem to come from the more 
serious intended. For those active 
racers, this sport was not intended. It is 
more like a picnic and fun ride than a 
race and those that want to make it 
more than that shouldn't come. 

The multitude of riders shows that 
the idea is good but when the hassles 
become more apparent than the good 
times, the racing ceases to be, entirely. 
For the 152 bikes that rode the one 
mile track, only having one unhappy 
soul is nigh onto miraculous. The guys 
that seem to win all the time are still 
doing that but there always seems to be 
at least one or two newcomers that have 
never ridden a race before. These guys 
are easy to tell as they have pie plate 
letters instead of regular numbers, 
although there are some unrated riders 
that ride with some of the Experts, but 
they don’t seem to get in much riding 
because the Experts dominate the actual 
race and trying to flag one in when he is 
really doing battle with another Expert 
is like trying to tell Dick Mann that he is 
too old to race; no way. 

The 250 class was off first and after 
two rigorous hours of mudhole and 
dust, the team of Turner/Turner came 
out victorious.

SCMB&KA Storms Saddleback 


By Bruce D. Peterson 


IRVINE, CAL., March 12, 1972 — 
Southern California Mini-Bike racing 
fans indulged in their favorite sport at 
the monthly meeting of the SCMBKA 
(races) today. The races are held at 
Saddleback Park on the Mini Bike TT 
track. 

Minibikes have been gaining a 
foothold the past few years. When they 
first came on the scene, sort of a 
by-product of the -go-cart craze of the 
late fifties and early sixties, the minis 
were home built specials made up from 
odds and ends. Lawn mower engines 
prevailed and the finished bike was a bit 
on the shabby side. Frames were simple 
bent tubing, utility wheels bolted on 
and a padded seat stuck on top. 

With competition came engineering 
advances. The bikes now started to 
come from major manufacturers. 
Presently nearly every one of the big 
manufacturers have at least one mini on 


the market. Some have a complete line. 
They range from simple single cylinder 
play things to proper and sophisticated 
little racing five speeders. 

With more sophistication came a 
variation on the true mini-bike. With 
more competition and the introduction 
of the mini-cycles, the mini-bike started 
to retire. 

The 9-11 years group, riding 4-6 HP 
machines, developed into an exciting 
contest. Riders, Todd Peterson, Kelly 
Moran and Scott Cecil, are so 
competitive they each can be expected 
to win at least one heat out of the three 
heats run. Kelly Moran finished first 
overall with Todd Peterson second. 

The races are organized by dividing 
riders’ age . and the machines’ 
horsepower. The bikes that are not in 
the mini-bike group are classified as a 
mini-cycle.

TRICKY TRIALS AT SADDLEBACK

IRVINE, CAL., March 19, 1972 — 
Saddleback Park was the site chosen by 
the Plonkers Trials Club for their March 
19 points trial event, the second such 
event hosted by them this year. A good 
many riders apparently agreed with 
their choice as shown by the entry of 
151 competitors. Saddleback has been 
used numerous times in the past but 
competition chairman Leroy Earl and 
crew found new and challenging terrain 
in which to set up sections for the 
various classes. 

A three mile loop was ridden twice in 
the morning with the Masters having 16 
sections and the Experts competing in 
14 of these. Master Mark Eggar, recently 
back from competition in France and 
Spain, took top honors of the day by 
dropping only 46 points to the second 
place ride by Rich Bledsoe with 59 
points lost. Rich went over with Mark 
on their European trek. Third place 
Master rider Bob Nickelsen is one of 
two riders sent to Spain in 1971. Seems 
like they must be picking up some 
awfully good stuff from the overseas 
pros. Eggar felt today’s event was a 
“tricky trials” and enjoyed in particular 
the long section created by successive 

-traps No. 11, 12, and 13. He felt the 
sections in Europe were more nit-picky 
than here due to the great skill of the 
riders over there. They not only used 
extremely difficult rock sections, but 





proceeded, to incorporate very tight 
turns into those rocks. 

Derek Edgar, a long known top trials 
riders from Scotland, competed in the 
morning’s competition and placed 11th 
in the Master class. Edgar contributed 
part of his low standing to the fact that 
he has been off his machine for six 
months and was suffering from the 
“American flu”. But Derek was also 
quick to say that he has seen a 
tremendous improvement in American 
trials riders since he was last over here in 
late 1969. 

The Kids & Women classes rode four 
loops of six sections with Debbie Evans 
taking first place in the Kids class by 


losing only nine points. Debbie was 
riding a stock 175 Yamaha and was 
overheard to have said “I can't wait 
until I get a good trials bike" — her 
ability today, however, didn't seem to 
be hampered. Perhaps second place 
Steve Stewart and third place Kelly 
Miriani would just as soon see Debbie 
keep this machine. 

The afternoon saw the Amateurs and 
newly started Novice class off on a two 
loop ride of 13 sections, ten of these 
modified slightly for the Novices. 
“Kamikaze Harry’’ Lumsden really 
had his day by taking first Amateur 
with a point loss of only 15.

These were the words Invader John 
McCowan used to open Saturday night’s 
anti-pit-racer meeting which was very 
appropriately held atcampsite of a desert 
race, 

Attendance was not large, due in part 
to the nasty weather, and partly because 
of some delay in notifying the various 
clubs. However, about 50 very 
enthusiastic desert racers got together 
and tossed around some ideas which will 
be presented to the District 37 Sports 
Committee for consideration. 

*Sic Kookie on *em." **Beat *'em up." 
"Impound their bikes." Officially, pit 
racing is defined as “riding a motorcycle 
in a manner hazardous to other riders or 
spectators." I would enlarge on that to 
include terrorizing spectators and other 
riders, “dusting” others who are trying 
to use the area on or near the road, and 
entering or passing close to camping 
areas with no regard for others' rights of 
peace. 

According to the rule book a club 
may disqualify any rider for pit-racing. I 
was happy to note that the Four Aces 
took advantage of that rule and 





disqualified two riders for this offense 
during their recent Moose Run. 

Huntington Beach M.C. used a 
10-year-old girl as pit patrol to flag 
down children who were speeding and 
to advise them of the 10 mph speed 
limit. She got cooperation from all but 
two, which she reported to their 
parents. The parents were more than 
happy to have it brought to their 
attention and locked up the kids bikes 
for the rest of the weekend. 

Last summer, someone threw 
dynamite at passing pit-racers during the 
night. . .a little drastic, perhaps, but 
terribly effective. . 

A lot of pitracing stems from 
thoughtlessness. It sometimes does not 
occur to people that they are scaring the 
wits out of your wife and kids when 
they blast by them on the road at 60 
mph. . .they always ride that fast. Or 
perhaps the path through your camp 
make a convenient short-cut to their 
camp and they don’t realize that you 
finally got the baby to sleep just a 
moment before. 

Some of it is malicious. Smart-asses 
who know everybody in your camp is 





asleep and could just-care less. They are 
having a real good time blasting along in 
the middle of the night with their wide 
open expansion chambers. 

The serious suggestions came in the 
order of a pit patrol. Hopefully, we will 
be able to get District 37 to back us on 
one of these suggestions. 

First, a weekly pit-patrol made up of 
six people, male or female, each from a 
different club. 

Or, a six-man team from each club to 
alternate every week. with over 60 clubs 
in District 37, that is less than one week 
a year your club would have to sacrifice 
to end this blight. 

Another suggestion, and one we all 
can start employing right now is for each 
club to station a member near the road 
to flag down any pit-racers he sees and 
inform him/her that they are out of 
line. Sometimes a word is all it takes. 

The District 37 meeting is the first 
Thursday of each month. We can all go. 
If you have any ideas on how to stop 
pit-racers drop me a line at Cycle News.

I slept fitfully that night, searching my memory 
banks trying to ferret out any poop I had picked up 
concerning the task before me.

Gotta loosen the 
Allen screw at the bottom of the forks. 

I ran back outside and, took a look. Agh. That’s 
gotta be the biggest Allen screw I've ever seen in all 
my life! Man, I don’t have anything that’s going to 
come close. Maybe if I jam this screw driver...no way. 
Mayhap these vicegrips...uh-uh. This calls for a trip to 
Sears. 

Sears and Roebuck’s hardware department is to me 
what a henhouse is to a rooster. I get inside and I just 
start grabbing. I got the Allen wrench I need. It only 
came in a 14-piece set, which cost nine dollars. 
However, I also got a ring groove cleaner (something 
I've always wanted), an adjustable thread chaser, and 
this neat little snake thing for my electric drill. Back 
to the Bul. 

Got that turkey Allen screw out of there, using my 
new Allen wrench and a very old pipe wrench. Oh, 
well. I can dress that up with a little sand paper. Now 
let's see. Raul said I just tap this little thing with a 
hammer and ...

Of course, Raul has been 
around for a long time, and perhaps has seen this all 
before.

Now I suppose somewhere, somehow, someone 
makes a tool that is used expressly for removing fork 
seals. In this case, however, my six-pound screwdriver 
will have to suffice.

Last year at this time we presented 
another first for the motorcycling 
publishing industry-- a true, complete, 
no-holds-pulled road test of 23rd street 
in Signal Hill. Such was the frankness 
and honesty of the test, that some of 
you may have noticed that the City of 
Signal Hill has not advertised with us 
since, 


We are hardly swayed by such 
hodological tactics; nay, once again we 
fearlessly stomp  kickstarters and 


scrutinize pavement (and, surprisingly, 
other substances!) as we put Mulholland 
Drive to the test. 

With implied permission by the City 
of Los Angeles (that is, they never said 
we couldn't test it), we found 


Mulholland Drive on the west side of ` 


the Hollywood Freeway. The first few 
miles were marked with well-banked 
curves and ‘plenty of signs advising “20 
mph". We apply the following formula 
tosuch signs: MOTORCYCLES—multiply 
the number by 2 and add 5: CARS 
(non-American) -Multiply the number 
by 2 and subract 5. CARS (American) - 
Subtract 5 from the number on the sign. 
The resulting figure represents the 
approximate miles-per-hour the turn can 
be negotated safely, but with sport. Of 
course, if you are familiar with the road, 
you are on your own. But we weren't so 
we had to go by something. The formula 
is proven by the fact that (a) our pillion 
passengers cut our blood circulation at 
the waist each time we ducked into a 
turn, (b) we are still alive, and (c) we 
lost several pounds of metal off the 
mufflers, kickstands, etc. 

Anyway, the first thing we noticed 
about Mulholland was the spot where 
we left the road. Not the edge, but the 
surface. While testing the bikes for

This time we 
found a dirt road that is accessable only 
on foot or by bikers who don’t know 
any better. It wound back down the hill 
to Laurel Canyon Blvd., which circled 
us back to Mulholland and allowed us to 
start all over again. 


Traction factor is excellent thus far 
but directional stability left something 
to be desired. We lost Mulholland a 
couple of times and didn’t find it until 
we got to the San Diego Freeway. Once 
again we wound into some hills and 
discovered that Mulholland spends its

waning moments as a high-grade dirt 
road. It offered us a splendid view of 
the  not-so-splendid San Fernando 
Valley. An occasional freak in a 
crossed-up VeeDub on the wrong side of 
a blind corner served to make the trip 
even more breathtaking. 

Mulholland Drive’s finer points are 
the manifold swooping curves, nice 
view, and high-quality paving used 
(except on the dirt part). The poorer 
points are the lack of places to pass the 
pokey cars whose occupants are 
enjoying the nice view and the 
occasional water trickles that lubricate 
the high-quality paving. 

One other point that deserves 
mentioning is that not once did we have 
to dice with the law during our frantic 
behavior upon Mulholland, as evidenced 
by the fact that we are not in the 
slammer as of this writing.
